‘in all directions.” If so, why are they the 
- antenna system used for broadcast 
stations? 

You can bet your bottom Susan B. An- 
thony dollar that: if any industry as 

-greedy as the broadcast industry could 
come up with a way to burn their call let- 
ters into one more jackrabbit another 
microvolt out, they would do it. 

The difference is that your local 
250-watt jukebox does it right and we, 
alas, do it wrong. Seems that Ned Novice 
reads an ad somewhere that says “no 
radials needed”’ and believes it. He is also 
a candidate for “Learn to be a Brain 
Surgeon in a Weekend School.” But it’s 
not his fault, really. He saw it in the big 
magazine. 


As the song goes, “It Ain’t Necessarily’ 


So,’’ or to be more precise, ain’t. true at 
all. Last month we promised you tke 
truth about verticals. Here it is, straight 
and cheap. A vertical without radials.is a 
total DISASTER. And, a vertical tied in- 
to a ground rod is almost worse because 
one’s hopes were raised.

A very 
good trick is to get a square of chicken 
wire (as big:as possible), lay it under ee 
vertical and tie to that.

FOR NOVICES ONLY 


This little ditty is devoted to you who may be having trouble 
finding reasons to get on the air. Some of you may be humming along 
and having a great old time. And rightly so. The first few months, 
for most new amateurs, is like getting married. Exciting! It does 
wear down a bit in time but the early habits will sometimes dictate 
how you enjoy the hobby in later years. If you are like a great 
majority of new hams, you may be very nervous in just the simple act 
of tuning up your rig. The very thought of getting on the air is 
enough to cause sweaty palms, a wrist as stiff as a three year old 
loaf of french bread and for the real truth, if the room temperature 
suddenly goes up at least 20 degrees, relax, you are normal. Some 
of you may come up with the old "What do I say", or "I'll make too 
many mistakes", or "What if he sends too fast", All kinds of mental 
excuses for NOT doing what you studied so hard to do. Others may 
be introverted and feel they are not good conversationalists. Makes 
no difference!! TI will use two words to help you out. INCENTIVE 
and GOAL. Some people can be effective working with future aims. 
Such as "I would really like to have my general and I want it by 
22". Others work well with the thought that "If I do this I will 
get 7°", BUT-if you are all tied up in excuses for not doing — 
what you want to do, you are just plain scared! If you have any 
competitive spirit in you, you may find that this article will be 
of help. 


I will not admit what my problem was, just suffice it to say 
that my solution worked for me and perhaps it can for you. There 
are many awards offered by the AARL and to:get one you must get 
on the air. You might not give a hoot for a certificate but how 
about the personal challenge of knowing you fulfilled the needed 
requirements. For the sake of simplicity, let us say that you 
can pick from Worked All Continents, DXCC (100 countries) or the 
very popular, Worked All States. It is suggested that the WAS 
be set as your GOAL or if you will, your INCaANTIVée., Most of the 
people starting out in this great hobby have'a limited amount of 
equipment. Referring in this case to antenna systems. DXCC is 
difficult enough with heavy duty gear and WAC is not enough of 
a challenge. Therefore, let us concentrate on WAS as our lever 
to cause you to get with it and OPERATE. The first few will find 
you with the sweaty palms and etc. but after awhile the excitement 
of nailing down another one will make you forget about all else. 
The first thing to do is send to the ARRL for their WAS map. On 
the front is a map of the good old USA and on the back, a list of 
all the states and space to write in your selected contacts. If 
you prefer, make up your own but HAVE IT AT YOUR OPERATING ARSA. 
When you make a contact in a new state, mark your map with a dot 
and when you receive the QSL card, color in the state and record 
it on the back. It will not take very long before you will be 
asked by your friends or family about the possibility that you 
might have lost two or three vital marbles. GET a call book and 
when you hear a call area where a state is needed, look it up. 

Do not call CQ. Listen around and when you find a needed one, 
copy the QSO and call him when he is done. The excitement will 
be more important than your french bread wrist. It is guaranteed 
that by the time you finish getting WAS, you will oe up to 15 

WPM and ready for the code portion of the General class test. 

If this helps only one person, it is worth it. GOOD LUCK!!

A station signing 1AQKM i is operating 
from the Sovereign Military Order of 
Malta. This country is reported to be of 
the same status as that of Vatican City, 
issues postage stamps, passports and 
maintains diplomatic relations with 
several countries. Its traditions and 
history go back hundreds. of years. 
1A0KM has been reported on 28.596 
MHz at 1515 UTC, 21.293 MHz. at 1745 
UTC, 14.225 MHz at 1530 UTC and 
14.208 MHz at 2000 UTC. He has also 
been on CW at 2180 UTC on 14.017 MHz 
and on 7.005 MHz at 2200 UTC. 


You will not find this country listed in 
the ITU frequency allocations, as the 
figure ‘‘1” is unofficial. The same applied 
for Spratly Island, 1S1DX. An applica- 
tion for DXCC status has already been 
mailed to Newington. As for Nation 
Criteria for the Worldradio W-100-N: 
Award, I am confused myself. It- would 
appear that it would not qualify due to 
Criteria 8, regarding ITU call signs. 


Therefore, do not submit a LA@KM QSL 
for nation credit at the present time.

Any police department 
with a computer terminal can check a 
serial-number in a matter of seconds to 
see if it’s in the NCIC file as stolen. | 
The number you need to engrave on 
your rig is an OAN (Owner Applied 
Number) and it should be the one that’s 
already in the NCIC computer — i.e., your 
state driver’s license number, preceded by 
your state’s two-letter code. Example: 
Your driver’s license number is 7123486. 
So, your OAN is AZT123456. (AZ is for 
Arizona). By using your driver’s license 
number, you have automatically linked 
your gear with your name and address. 
The way this engraved number is ac- 
tually most often used is when & local 


‘detective nabs someone with what looks 


like “‘loot.” If he sees what he recognizes 
as an Arizona OAN engraved on it, he 
goes into the computer and runs a check. 
on the owner, who then can testify in 
court against the suspect. 

Sorry to say, the local police may be 
more interested in making a court case 
than in getting your rig back to you, but 
it sometimes works out that you do get it 
back anyhow.
